Early planted celery was showin§ excellent

tt ctntinue. Hay teaperatures were irreiular with 
peritds tf abtve and beltw ntmal^ with peritds tf 
lifht rain, and plantini ctntinued at a rapid pace. 
In early June teaperatures were nearly ntraal^ but 
sttn afterward teaperatures turned cttl;, with beltw 
ntraal precipitntitnj» and stne early variety sweet 
ctm was tass«lini« In July the dry ctndititns 
caused irtwers tt irrifate. The swa^y» warm 
weather prtatiti rapid aaturinf. 

HARVESTIN6: Liffit harvest tf early prieties 
be§an in late July. The first tfferinfs were 
stld atstly tt rtadsid« stands.

Cttl teaperatures experienced in August sltwfl 
aaturity.

Market News Service covering F.O.B. Shipping Point 
prices was released July 23r3l and the price ftr 
yellow corn was 3.46. Seen afterward yellow com 
declined to 2.9Û-3.98, and held steady until the 
first of August when it increased to 3.5Û-4.98, but 
seen decreafed slightly to 3.^-3.80 in raid-Aufust. 
In later Augult prices increased rapidly to 4.00- 
4.90 and held steady until the first week tf 
Sept3(flber when the prices decreased to 2.90«3.40 
and it continued to decrease to 2.90--3.00 by late 
September, The final report was issued en Septeaber 
21. Most offerings tf sweet com were yellow 
(several varieties), Lifht supplies of white com 
wer« also available. The quality of sweet com 
was generally food, except di^ring the dry periods 
experienced in July and August. 

PACKASINS AND SHIPMENTS^ Hudson Valley ctm was 
packed múly in wirebtund crates^ though paper and 
mesh sacks were als© used, primarily f«r deliveries 
tt roadside stands. All shipments were made by 
truck and w€re converted into truckltt equivalents 
on the basis tf 85Q containers per truckltt, Tttal

1979 was 4,008, a decrease frw the 4,100 acres in 
1978 and 4,200 acres in 1977.

3,5M acres in 1978 and 3,398 acres in 1977. Fer the 
U.S. tetal SuiiBer season 37,000 acres were planted in 
1979 coipared te the 59,809 acres in 1978^ iut the 
saie as the 57,000 acres in 1977.

TRANSPORTATION2 All shipments were iaüe by truck. 
Truck shipients were converted to trucklot equivalents 
by usinf the factors of 800 cartons per trucklot for 
Iceberf type Lettuce and 1300 packafes per trucklot for 
Boston and Roiaine types lettuce.

OROWINO CONOmONS; Lettuce seedinf befan in April with 
cool and wet weather ielpyinf plantinij, but iore 
favorable condi^ons soon followed allowinf plantinf to 
continue. Hay weather was irrefular with a wide ranfe 
of températures above and below normal with periods of 
rain. June temperatures turned cool with below normal 
precipitation, firowers were irrifatipf in July, and 
lettuce was in food condition and made food frowth. 

HARVEST; Lifht cuttinf of Boston and Romaine types 
of Lettuce befan about fiid»Jüne and was followed by 
lifht harvest of Iceberf lettuce. In early July 
harvest was in full SMinf and all lettuce was in 
food conditisn. The hot and dry weather experienced 
in July broufht some fields to maturity and caused 
some quality problems» The coôl temperatures in 
Aufust improved conditions^ but some bottom rot was 
reported. A larfe plantmi fap was experienced in 
Aufust for iceberf lettuce but harvest continued by 
aid-aonth. The harvest m^ interrupted temporarily 
in September when Tropical Storm David moved throufb 
the area. 

SHIPHENTS^ Heaviest shipae/its were recorded between 
the weeks endinf Jdy 14 ana 21. The Eastern New 
York arH Western New York seasons overlapped, with 
peak shipments for both occurrinf the week endinf 
July 21st, with 2Ö5 trucklot equivalents for the 
week. Total shipments reported dyrinf the season 
for Oranfe County numbered 5é8 trucklot equivalents 
compared to 569 in 1978 ana 678 in 1977. 

HARKETINË" The first isarket report issued by the 
Federal-State Háirket News Service coverinf F.8.B. 
Shippinf Point prices for lettuce was released on 
June 26, 1979 and listed cartons of Iceberf lettuce 
at mostly 6e4i (includini vacuum coolinf charfes). 
The last week of June the price increased to 7.40 , 
which was the hifh for the season, the second week 
of July prices slowly iecreased to 4.01-4.40, soon 
afterwards they increased sharply to 6.40, and 
then decreased afain to 4.40.
